THE TRUE STATE OF THE CASE. 
Tue country has been agitated, if not surprised, by the news 


| that Turkey has at length declared war. The exact circumstances 


under which this step was taken have not yet transpired. But 
there is every reason to believe that it was in obedience to the 
impatience and fanaticism of the popuiace that the Sultan com- 
mitted himself to this act, contrary to the wishes of the Powers on 
whose support he relies, and who had not yet abandoned the hope 
of success in further negotiation. The news that Rassia rejected 
the modifications of the Porte had just reached Constantinople. 
The Tarks declared negotiations at an end, and demanded war. 
But it appears that almost at the same moment the Czar had re- 
jented, and had practically yielded at Olmutz all that Turkey had 
demanded. What effect this information will have on the Porte 
it is impossible now to say. 


Bat let us endeavour to extract the real kernel of this question 
out of the cloud of contradiction in which the ignorance of one 
writer, the carelessness of another, and the ulterior designs of a 
third, have involved it before we allow ourselves to be carried 
away by the panic of war. Its actual position is briefly this. 
Russia made certain arrogant and peremptory demands upon 
Turkey, wholly inadmissible by any Power with the smallest pre- 
tensions to independence. Her allies, England and France, thought 
sotoo. Russia invaded Turkey by way of enforcing her demands. 
She did not believe that Turkey would dare to resist her. She 
did not believe that France and England could come to any cor- 
dial understandiug with each other, or act in unison with fidelity 
and honour. She was mistaken. England and France ordered 
their fleets to the Dardanelles; but though, tacitly at least, justify- 
ing Turkey in her rejection of the Menschikoff ultimatum, they ad- 
vised her to allow them to try and settle the dispute without a war. 
Austria, above all things anxious to preserve peace so near her 
own doors, agreed to join them. ‘The Czar, satisfied that Austria 
would act at his suggestion, or, at all events, in his interest, inti- 
mated his willingness to allow the Vienna pacificators to see what 
they could do. In an evil hour the business was transferred from 
Constantinople, Paris, and LondontoVienna. The Conference there 
—under what influence, by what mistake, in consequence of what 
haste, we cannot declare, but can conjecture—drew up terms of 
agreement which gave nearly everything to Russia and took nearly 
everything from Turkey—which were in fact the very proposition 
of the Czar, clothed in somewhat more decent and diplomatic 
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language. The Turkish Minister at Vienna was not consulted 
about “the note :” the Russian Minister undoubtedly was—not 
by the representatives of France or England, but by the repre- 
sentative of Austria, whose only anxiety was for peace, and who 
did not care at what cost to her nominal protegé, Tarkey, that 
peace was purchased, Well: Russia at once accepts the note : 
it concedes just what she demanded—if it means what it says. 
Turkey rejects the note: it concedes just what she refused-—if it 
means what it says. The Conference is perplexed. England and 
France say : it does not mean what you say it says—/for itis @ - 


sible we could have meant that : we should have stultified ourselves 


if we had. Austria says: yes, it does mean what it says—what 


Russia and Turkey age in supposing it to say ;—and if you 
interpret it otherwise, I declare off. The truth is, that England 
and France, through their Ministers at Vienna, have, by some 
oversight or some strange misuse of language, concurred in a note 
so worded as toadmit of both Russia and Turkey interpreting it 
to recommend terms which England and France, through their 


Ministers in Paris and London, could never have dreamed of re- 
commending. 


their proposal by accepting it without reserve or hesitation. 


Such is the tmbroglo : and it must be allowed that is puzzling 
enough. This much only is clear—that the affairs of nations 
cannot be treated like lawyers’ technicalities. The rights and 
liberties of an independent State are not to be signed away, 


because ambassadors may have been momentarily betrayed into 
the use of language which did not express the meaning of their 
Sovereigns, and which, as soon as their attention was called to 
its incompleteness or its ambiguity, they disavowed. By acceding 
to and forwarding the modifications desired by Turkey, we have 
declared that we did not attach to the note the signification in 
which alone Russia affirms that she accepted it. The last dis- 


patches of the Czar to Baron Meyendorf, indeed, by showing 


how discrepant all along has been his interpretation from ours, 
have liberated both parties from the engagement in which a 
misconception had involved them. We are free to aid the Porte 
as we may deem just and advisable. Russia then intimated that 
she would have her way in spite of any obstacles which mere 
diplomacy could conjure up. It then appeared that it was not by 
diplomacy nor by concession, as we said the other day, that her 
march could be stopped or her encroachments permanently and 
successfully warded off. There seemed to be no other alternative 
but that of war. 


But now, when that alternative has been so strongly impressed 
upon Turkey, that the Sultan has decided that negociation is at an 
end, and has actually declared war ;—when the necessity of that 
alternative, with all its consequences and results well weighed, has 
been reluctantly but determinedly accepted by English opinion, 
an entire change in the position of the question appears to have 
arisen out of the visit of the Czar to Olmutz. So far from his 
language being the same as that of Nesselrode, who in the most 
arrogant terms distinctly said, that the Vienna note had been 
accepted only upon the understanding that it conceded everything 
to Russia that Prince Menschikoff had demanded, and that Russia 
w28 prepared to accept no modification of the note that would 
imply anything short of those demands, the Emperor expresses 
himself perfectly willing to accept the Vienna note, with such 
explanations of its meaning as the Powers who prepared it are 
ready to attach to it. But a question has arisen as to the mode 
in which that Sexplanation shall be made. The Czar wishes that 
he shall not be required to accept a new note, but that 
the necessary explanation shall be attached to the original uote 
which he has already accepted. The diplomatists of Vienna think 
it most objectionable that so grave a question should rest mainly 
upon a document which it is obvions is capable of a con- 
struction so very different from that which was intended. 
But here the question is reduced from one of substance to one of 
mere form ; and Russia consents to accept the modifications of the 
Porte, if not direct from the Turkish Government, yet from the 


Russia saw the oversight, and nailed them to 
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uestion to this position, it is impossible to believe that negotia- 
tion will not, even now, s satisfactorily to solve this long- 
pending dispute without recourse to arms ; and if, happily, it 
shall yet be so, it would be difficult to say what party will be 
most benefited by such a conclusion. 

No doubt what has taken place at Constantinople in the mean- 
time may have tended materially to embarrass negotiations at 
this late hour. That war has been declared, there seems to be 
no doubt; but at least it is almost certain that hostilities have 
not commenced; and the change in the pretensions of Kussia 
presents so striking a concession to Turkey, that the Sultan, it is 
to be hoped, will feel that it furnishes an ample justification, 
both for himself and his country, to reeede from the step which 
he has just taken. 


THE OBJECT OF ENGLISH INTERPOSITION IN 
THE EAST. 


? 

Tue critical moment long foreseen has arrived at last. The 
Russians are in force on one bank of the Danube—the Turks on 
the other. Austria has failed to induce Turkey to submit to the 
concessiohs which Russian influence led her to propose; 
England and France have also failed in compromising the dispute, 
and finding the Sultan as resolute for the right, as the Czar has 
hitherto been stubborn in the wrong, are preparing to act in 
unison with cordiality, promptitude, and vigour ; and the sword 
is drawn, even if the first blow be not already struck. The 
Sultan has {declared war. We are deeply interested in the 
quarrel as mediators and allies, if indeed we are not directly 
involved in it as principals. It is, therefore, peculiarly im- 
portant to look the matter steadily and closely in the face, so 
that if matters come to the worst and we must fight we may 
clearly understand for what we pay our money and for what we 
sacrifice our men. 


w# And, first, we are not fighting to uphold an Infidel dominion. 
We are not espousing the cause of Mahometans against Chris- 
tians. I¢-ie not for the sake of maintaining in possession of the 
finest military position, the seaport, the most pictu- 
resque-city’in the world, a Power which,—softened, civilised, 
and improving as it is—is yet deeply tainted with the ineradicable 
vices of indolence, fanaticism, on a ee we are pre- 
paring to enter on a serious but not a dou struggle. We can 
ave no preference for the professors of a faith which, theoretically 
beautiful as in many points it unquestionably is, is yet widely 
discrepant from our own. We can have no close or native 
sympathies with a race whose traditions, whose tastes, whose 
habits, whose pursuits are the very opposite of ours. They are 
languid and lethargic: we are boiling over with life and energy. 
They are military: we are eee They place the summa 
felicitas in sublime inaction: we in ceaseless and pushing pro- 
gress. They look with contempt upon our feverish activity and our 
insatiable greed of gain: we regard with scorn their stagnant and 
stationary repose, their passive content under remediable evils. 
It is against the nature of things that we should have any per- 
sonal predilection for the Turks. But they are our allies, we are 
bound to sacred duties towards them by solemn European 
treaties, and we must stand by them; they are weak, and we 
are bound to aid them; they are the victims of op- 
pression, and we are bound to see them righted. Jus- 
tice and duty are of no creed. The time is gone by when 
it was sufficient answer to those who interfered or remon- 
strated against violence and aggression, that the oppressor 
was a Christian and the oppressed an Infidel. We interpose here, 
not because we prefer Mahometanism to even a corrupt aud de- 
grading form of Christianity, but because we prefer to the skele- 
ton of either creed those eternal principles of duty, equity, and right 
which lie at the root of every religion, and are of prior and para- 
mount obligation to any sectarian claims; because Christianity 
is outraged and dishonoured when crimes are committed in her 
name; aud because when powerful nations stand tamely by, and 
see wrong perpetrated and might abused, ghey render themselves 
accessaries and participatorsin the guilt e interpose, therefore, 
in the name of justice to the Turkish Empire. 


We interpose also and equally in the name of justice to the 
Greek and Sclavonic population of that Empire. It is a false and 
impudent pretension on the part of Rassia, that her co-religionists 
in Turkey are oppressed and persecuted, and that she interferes 
for their protection. The time has been, no doubt, when Otto- 
man fanaticism laid a heavy and a brutal hand on the Christian 
subjects of the Porte. That time is gone by. The fanaticism of 
Mahometan bigotry has been long dying out—at least in Europe. 
By those very reforms which, from their tendency to stren 
Turkey, have excited the alarm and hostility of Russia, all the 
subjects of the Porte have been admitted to an equality of civil 
rights. Occasional acts of tyranny may still occur, but they are 
rare, and they are discountenanced. We very much doubt 
whether the Christians in European Turkey have more to com- 
plain of than the Koman Catholics who are under the Greek 
Charch in Russia; and we are quite sure they have less to com- 
plain of than Protestants who have the misfortune to be subjects 
of Spain, Tuscany, or Rome. Again: if Tarkey were to be 
overpowered and to become the prey of Russia—and we must 
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never forget that this is the real i , 
diplomacy may give another disque tothe aggression, and alle 
another pretext for the war, an <a pe for 
the quarrel—if Russia were to in the overthrow and dis- 
memberment of the Turkish dominions, what would be the conge- 
quences to the European provinces of that Empire? They would 
inevitably be partitioned between Russia and Austria. Could 
we—nutting aside all selfish considerations, and as a matter of 
disinterested philanthropy alone—contemplate such a fate for 
them without dismay? Could we--knowing how stern and 
ruthless Russian despotism is, how rooted autocratic notions are 
in her whole polity, how permanently hostile she is to all consti- 
tutional rights and all individual independence, how ignorant and 
how bigoted is her whole ecclesiastical hierarchy, how flagrantly 
and scandalously corrupt and demoralising is her whole admi- 
nistrative system, from the highest bureaucrat to the lowest agent 
of police, how deadly hostile she is to all improvement, to all 
liberty, to all enlightenment—could we, knowing all this, permit, 
without the keenest remorse and the deepest shame, additional: 
millions to be forcibly subjected to so harsh and barbarous a 
rule? With the history of Poland before our eyes, could we 
connive at the seizure of provinces whose people covet the pro- 
tection of the Muscovite sceptre as little as ever did the Poles ? 
Shall we, then, connive at aggressions which will end in 
placing twelve millions of people—not suffering now, im- 
proving steadily though slowly, and indulging lofty and not 
ignoble aspirations of a very different fature—under a dominion 
which will compel them for ever to bid adieu to all hope of a 
worthy destiny or a national existence ? God forbid ! 

Finally, we shall fight—if we do fight—in defence of our own 
most important interests, of the peace and equilibrium of Europe, 
and of the best hopes and progress of humanity and civilisation. 
For, be it remembered, we are not striving so much to maintain 
the integrity of the Ottoman Empire, as to prevent that integrity 
being destroyed to the profit of Russia and Austria—not so 
much to keep the Sultan in Constantinople as to keep the Czar 
out of it. It is essential to ourselves, as possessors of an Indian 
Empire ; it is essential to the tranquillity and the balance of the 
western world ; itis essential to the interests of general freedom 
and improvement, that there should be an independent and 
sovereign State where Turkey now is—and that that State should 
be neither Russia nor Austria—nor a puppet and vassal of either. 
Russia and Austria are two of the great Powers of Europe : 
they are the representatives and advocates of the despotic 
principle, as we are of the principle of liberty and free insti- 
tutions:—to permit them to extend the field of their fatal and 
pestilential propagandism by the seizure of new provinces, is to 
be unfaithful to our trast and lukewarm in our cause. Some 
weeks ago we stated in a few succinct but formidable sentences, 
the progress of Russian encroachment during the last 150 years. 
We showed that it had been steady, rapid, and nearly equal in 
all directions. We showed that since the accession of Peter the 
Great, she had pushed forward her frontier 700 miles towards 
Berlin, 650 miles towards Stockholm, 500 miles towards Con- 
stantinople, and 1,000 miles towards Teheran and Calcutta. If 
this uniform and steady march be not stopped, it will shortly 
embrace the whole of Eastern Europe ;—if not checked now at 
once and peremptorily, it will infallibly ere long involve us in 
a war far more difficult in its conduct, longer in its duration, and 
more uncertain in its issue, than the one which is now com- 
menced and in which possibly we are now engaged. The con- 
stitutional liberties and national independence of the lesser States 
of Europe are incompatible with any further extension of Russian 
or of Austrian power ; and if a struggle must come—and we do 
not see how it can be avoided except by dishonourable and 
perilous concessions—it will be difficult to find a juster quarrel or 
a clearer cause than is now before us. 

We enumerated afortnight ago a few of the consideraticns which 
might make a declaration of hostilities a pradent and wise policy 
on the partof Turkey. She can scarcely lose; even by a disastrous 
war, more both of solid advantage and of the prestige of power than 
she must sacrifice by a tame endurance of Kussian insolence aud 
aggression. But a war, with France and England as active allies, 
and Persia, Hungary, and America as possible and eventual 
ones, could not be disastrous ; and even her own resources alone 
would enable her to maintain a far more obstinate and protracted 
struggle than is generally supposed. She, like Russia, has vast 
hordes of a semi-barbarous and half-military population iu the 
remote parts of her dominions. During the menace of war which 
has how hung over her for many months, a regular stream of 
armed migration has set in from these distant provinces towards 
the expected seat of hostilities. This is still flowing ou, and will 
continue to flow as long as it may be needed; and when we con- 
sider the fearful ravages which disease always makes among the 
Russian troops, it is by no means sure that the human resources 
of the Porte will be exhausted first. The great danger 
Turkey has to fear in case of formal war is her in- 
adequate finances. To set against this, there is the as- 
sistance she may hope to receive from her allies, and 
the treasures in the possession of the Mosques and the 
religious bodies, which, in case of a war so national and so 
popular as the present, would be brought forth without stint. 
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THE NEW PENNY STAMP FOR RECEIPTS AND 
DRAFTS ON DEMAND. 


WE have several letters before us, raising a number of points in 
relation to the application of the new penny stamp, which for 
convenience we will thus classify :-— 

1. Does the New Act render it imperative to give and take 
receipts for all payments of 2/ and upwards ? 

2. Whether a stamp receipt is required for a payment 
made in money when an immediate exchange of the goods and 
money takes place, or when goods are bought over the counter ; 
and if this be so, how far the rule would extend to transactions 
of a more continuous nature, such, for instance, as an hotel bill 
discharged on leaving, or the immediate payment of the last of 
any series of deliveries included in one purchase? 

3. Whether for a payment into a bank to the credit of a 
customer of that bank by a third party, it will be required that a 
stamped receipt be given ? 

4. Whether a receipt for a payment into a banker’s by a 
customer, to be accounted for only to the same person who pays 
itin, which shall name a time for the repayment,—for example, 

1 “ to be accounted for six days after notice, or demand,”—may be 
upon plain paper, the same as when no specific term is named for 
the repayment ? 

5. Whether receipts for debts discharged by bills of exchange, 
or stamped cheques payable ‘to order” and “ on demand,” 
requires to be on stamped paper ? 

6. Whether stamps are required for receipts for Post-office 
orders of 22 to 5/ or not ? 


First, then :—Under the New Act, as under the present law, it 
will be perfectly optional with those who pay monies whether 
they take receipts or not. There is no penalty for not doing so. 
But if receipts in any form are given, they must be on stamped 
paper ; and it is not likely, when so moderate a sum asone penny 
is charged, that any one will not avail himself of such a facility 
of having in his possession receipts for all monies which he pays, 
in the chance of their being required. 

Second :—Payments for purchases over the counter, made at 
the time, or for hotel bills, if receipts are taken at all (which we 
have already said is entirely optional), will require to be taken on 
stamped paper, the same as any other payment, when the amount 
is for 22 or upwards. But nothing will be more simple than for 
shopkeepers and hotel-keepers to keep dill-heads ready stamped 
with the penny stamp, on which the account will be made and 
the receipt given. Every such receipt given on plain paper will 
expose the shopkeeper or hotel-keeper to severe penalties. 

hird :—A receipt for a payment into a bank by way of deposit, 
to be accounted for, whether with interest or not, provided the 
same be not expressed to be received of, or by the hands of any 
other, than the person to whom the same is to be accounted for, 
may be given on plain paper. When money is paid into a bank 
by a third party, as put by our correspondent, it is not imperative 
that the banker shall give areceipt at all, and it is very usnal in 
such cases to give no receipt ; but if a receipt is given, it will de- 
pend upon the form of it, whether it ought to be upon a stamp or 
not. If the receipt simply states, ‘ Received to the account of 
John Smith (he being the customer of the bank, to whom the 
banker is alone again to account for it), the sum of one hundred 
vounds,” it is obvious that it would be exempt:—the person pay- 
ing the money would be regarded simply as the agent of John 
Suith, avd no discharge of any debt would be given. But if the 
person paying the money into the Bank wished the receipt given 
in such a form that it would serve as a discharge of a debt due by 
*him to the party on whose behalf it was paid in—that is, if the 
receipt ran thus :—‘* Received of William Thompson to the account 
of John Smith, the sum of one hundred pounds,”—it is obvious it 
would not come under the exemption, but would require to be 
stamped. In the former case the receipt would not express that 
the sum was received of any other than the person to whom it 
was tobe accounted for, (which is the condition of the exemp- 
tion,) and could not, in fact, be used as areceipt or discharge of a 
debt from Willliam Thompson to John Smith ; while the latter 
would express the same to be received from a different person 
than the one to whom it was to be accounted for, and would be 
in the hands of William Thompson a good receipt for a debt due 
to John Smith. 

But there is a special class of cases to witch this exemption of 
payment of money to bankers does not apply, whatever form of re- 
ceipt be adopted. It is specially stated ** not to extend to receipts or 
‘* acknowledgments for sums paid or deposited for or upon letters of 
“ allotment of shares, or in respect of calls upon any scrip or shares 
“of orin any joint stock or other company, or proposed or in- 
** tended company ;”—and it is further enacted that such receipts 
or acknowledgments, by whomsoever given (whether by the 
secretary of the company or the bankers) shall be liable to the 
Stamp duty. So that in the case of payments of deposits on 
letters of allotment or *‘ calls ” of any kind, the receipt must be 
stamped. 


et 
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Fourth :—We are not aware of any good reason why a 

for a payment into a banker’s by a customer, in the manner y 
escribed, should not be exempt from stamp duty, simply because 
it names a time for the repayment of the money, or defines some 
specific notice to he given before the deposit shall again be de- 
manded. We are aware that similar instruments given by private 
persons, such as I. QO. U.’s for money borrowed, which specified 
a given day on which repayment was to be made, have been held 
by some to come within the Stamp Act as promissory notes. But 
in the case of banker’s deposits a special exemption from stamp 
duty is made, and no exception to the exemption is stated on ac- 
count of the receipt bearing upon it a note of the time when it is 
to be repaid. But this a point upon which we shall think it need- 
ful to take further advice. 

Fifth :—Much diseussion has taken place upon the state of the 
law under the New Act in relation to stamped cheques drawn “ to 
order” and “on demand,” and in relation to bills of exchange. | 
What we have formerly stated in respect thereto is strictly in 
accordance with the law, but the scope and effect of our observa- 
tions seem to have been misunderstood. 

In the first place, the new instrument of a cheque or draft 
drawn “ to order” and “ on demand” on a penny stamp, is in every 
respect subject to the same laws as bills of exchange, except as 
regards the exemption of bankers from the duty of ascertaining 
the genuineness of the indorsement. Now it is quite true, as we || 
have before stated, that a receipt for the payment of a bill of ex- | 
change at maturity, when the money is paid, may de given upon | 
the bill itself, without any further stamp. But if, at the time of 
taking the bill, a receipt is given as a discharge for the debt 
which it represents—for example, if the invoice or account be 
thus receipted: “ Received this day by bill at three months”— 
such receipt, though only for a bill, must be upon a 
stamp; and the party paying a bill or giving an acceptance in 
discharge of a debt, has a right to demand a stamped receipt for 
it, the same as if the claim were discharged by money. Of 








dispense with any receipt for it, he is quite at liberty to do so ; 
and in many cases, perhaps in most cases, the bill itself when 
paid at maturity might be so identified with the claim that it 
was intended to discharge, as to be io his hands a sufficiently valid 
receipt, and one on which he might safely rely. Thus dispensing 
with any receipt for the bill at the time it is given, the 
final receipt by indorsement upon it at maturity and when paid, 
may be converted into a receipt without a further stamp. 
Bat by way of trying the distinction for which we are contending, 
suppose the same bill of exchange, as is frequently the case, to 
be used to discharge numerous debts, by indorsement from one 
person to another, the only person to whom it would finally 


his hands. None of the intermediate holders, who had discharged 
claims with the same instrument, would have any receipt, unless 
they were taken separately from the bill, and if so taken, for 
example in this form, ** Settled by A. B.’s draft upon C. D.,” 
the receipt must in every case be upon a stamp. 

The same rule precisely applies to stamped cheques payable to 
order and on demand. The party discharging a debt by such an 
instrument has a right to require a receipt for it, and such receipt 
must be stamped; though the receipt for the money, when ob- 
tained from the banker’s upon whom it is drawn, may be endorsed 
upon the back of such cheque without any further stamp. Bat if, 
as in the case of a bill of exchange, the party paying the stamped 
cheque is willing to dispense with any receipt for the same, and 


favour it is drawn, and the possession of the cheque after it has 
been paid, as a legal proof of the discharge of any particular elaim, 
it is quite competent for him to do so, and there is nothing illegal 
in the mode of doing it. Legally and technically the re- 
ceipt written by endorsement upon such cheque is an 


sucb cheque was given ;—but it may be without much difficulty 
converted into a collateral evidence of the discharge of such claim, 
and especially if the cheque bears upon its face any note of the 
account for which it isdrawn. For example, in paying a trades- 
man’s account, if the stamped cheque is drawn :—** Messrs 
Jones Loyd and Co., pay to A. B. ororder, for bill to Christmas, | 
1852,” and it is indorsed as being received by A. B., such paid |

But let it be borne in mind, that if any acknowledgment is made 
of the payment by the cheque, separately from the cheque itself ; 
—if the person making the payment oe a receipt when he 
parts with the cheque in discharge of a debt, which he is entitled 
to do, all such receipts must be upon stamped paper, whether 
the cheque be stamped and drawn ‘‘ to order,” or unstamped 
and drawn “ to bearer.” 

The case has been put very popularly and clearly in the fol- 
lowing paper from a correspondent, which is perfectly consistent 
with the statements made in the former articles in the Economist 
on the subject :— 

A receipt fora debt requires a stamp of 1d, 

A draft payable to order on demand requires a stamp for 1d, and on 
the back of this draft the payee may give a valid discharge, either by 
a — indorsement or by prefacing his signature by “ Received the 
within.’ 

Now, if an individual pays his tailor by a draft payable to order, 
this requires a penny stamp; if he then takes a receipt, this must also 
be on fa penny stamp" 

But it is clear that both these documents, each being a legal dis- 
charge, are not required and will not practically be used. If the 
debtor take a receipt duly stamped, he does not wapt another stamped 
document, and may pay by a check {to “ bearer,” which requires no 
stam 
Orit he prefers to pay by a check to order, as the creditor must in- 
dorse it, and thus acknowledge the receipt of the sum;mentioned 
in the check, the debtor does not require a further receipt. 

The indorsement, though not in terms a receipt for the tailor’s bill, 
is expressly a receipt for the amount named in the draft. Therefore 
the case will stand thus— 

The debtor has in his possession his tailor’s bill, say for 25/ 10s. He 
draws a draft payable to the tailor’s order for 251 10s, and will have in 
his possession this draft duly receipted by the tailor, acknowledging 
therefore that he has received the 25/ 10s, and this is as perfect a re- 
ceipt for the tailor’s bill as if it were on a separate penny stamp. 

ixth :—It was not intended that receipts given to the Post- 
master: General for money orders for 2/ and upwards should be 
subject to stamp duty; as the persons receiving such orders pay 
the Post-office a commission for the same ;—and again, as in 
most cases, the persons receiving the orders must give a legal 
receipt to the persons sending them to discharge the claims they 
represent. But as some doubt has been raised on the subject, it 
is understood that the Treasury will issue an order to the Post- 
office to authorise the Postmaster-General to dispense with such 
receipts.

TRADE TABLES. 


Tue Board of Trade Tables for the month of August, and for 
the first eight months of the year, will be found in another part of 
our journal. Last month they came before us with a most welcome 
addition,—a specification ofthe countries and colonies to which our 
exports went in 1852. Its value may be known by its having 
been, from the day of its publicatien to the present day, con- 
tinually referred to. The tables of the present month have, in like 
manner, in addition to their usual information, an account of all 
the grain and meal imported into the kingdom in 1853, men- 
tioning the countries from which it came. Just now this infor- 
mation is of great importance, and Mr Fonblanque promises to 
follow it up next month Ly a similar detailed account of the im- 
portation s during the three quarters of the present year. Volun- 
tarily supplying the public with this information evinces, in the 
officers of the Board of Trade, an enlightened attention to the 
public wants and the public interests. 

Having done them this scant justice, we have to say of the 
tables, that with the slight exceptions of a decline in the number 
of animals, in the quantities of cocoa, coffee, flax, currants, hemp, 
some oils, some spices, rum, sugar, &c., the imports have gone on 
increasing. In some, as corn, silk, and tobacco, the increase has 
been considerable. In all cases where the consumption of the 
articles is recorded, (which are now, in consequence of the recent 
extension of the principles of Free Trade to many small articles, 
far less numerous than they were,) consumption has increased in 
the month and in the eight months, and must add considerably to 
the revenue. We give a few specimens of consumption in the 
eight months :— 
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not further refer to the details, but must congratulate our re 
notwithstanding the increased value of money, the deficient har- 
vest, and the unruliness of some despots, on the continued pros- 
perity and growth of Old England. 


THE CONTINUED COMBINATIONS, 


We see with increasing regret the continuance of combinations 
and strikes. The beginning of strife is truly said to be like the 
letticg out of waters. A few “ winders” in two mills at Burnley 
stopped work, demanding an increase of wages ; the masters de- 
clined to comply with their request ; the two mills were stopped ; 
and as the bulk of the masters, to the number of 57, think their two 
brethren have been unjustly treated, they have entered into a 
bond of 2,000/ each to stop their mills, unless the men in the two 
mills return to their work. This will throw some hundreds of 
people out of work, and help to spread dissension far and wide. 
The Burnley Master Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
say, in their address to the workmen, after referring to the pros- 
perity all have latterly enjoyed, and expressing their regret that 
it should be interrupted by a combination to compel employers to 
submit to demands of operatives :— 

Though entirely disapproving the principle of combination, which on both 
sides substitutes harsh and often ipjurious measures in the place of friendly 
arrangement and individual freedom of action, we have been placed under the 
necessity of adopting it, ae the only resource left to defend ourselves against 
that ruin which must follow, were we deprived of the undoubted right of ma- 
naging our own establishments, and making one side of the bargain in the ar- 
rangement of wages. 

Though most reluctant to take auch a step, we felt it necessary to notify 
our intention to stop our mills unless those hands return to work. 

Unwilling to take any hasty step, this conclusion has been before you for a 
week, but without tending to bring the dispute to a satisfactory conclusion, 

Under these circumstances, coupled with the present depressed state of 
trade, aud certain acts of insubordination and positive violence on the part 
of some workpeople, we feel bound to give notice that we shall close our re- 
spective mills on the 28th day of October, the earliest time at which all notices 
can simultaneously be made to terminatet 

We are fully aware that a large portion of you ere, like ourselves, unwilling 
sharers in the present strife, and are compelled by intimidation to take part in 
and subseribe to a movement of which you disapprove. We lament that the over- 
bearing proceedings of others should involve both you and ourselves in loss and 
suffering, and we trust that you will assist us in the endeavour to restore that 
harmony and confidence between employers and employed which, without 
combination, had already placed you in a position of great comfort and 
prosperity. 

This sersible and friendly address has fifty-seven signatures, 
beginning with that of Messrs Ashworth and Co. ; but we fear 
it will fail to convince the operatives. They do not learn from 
facts, and will not learn from words. On many occasions they 
have suffered from strikes—they have never gained by them ; but 
the idea that by combination they can dictate to others predomi- 
nates over facts and reason, and they combine, inflicting sufferings 
on themselves, their wives, and families, and do not even learn 
wisdom from failure. The matter grows serious. ‘* The move- 
“ment to put a stop to these disastrous acts of combination is 
“ looked upon generally,” it is said, ‘* with favour ; for an opinion 
* is already very pointedly expressed that nothing short of a total 
‘* suspension of business for certain kinds of yarns and cloth, equal 


; ** toa full month—whether it come all at once, which is unlikely, 


“or be extended over three or six months, by working 
“ short time—will enable the market to recover a healthy tone.” 
So that the pecuniary interest of the masters may be served by 
that suspension of business which wili make the operatives and 
their families breadless. 

There is no prospect of the Preston dispute being terminated, 
and it is probable that about 25,000 persons, receiving from 
12,000/ to 13,0007 per week wages, will be out of work. They 
adhere, however, to their resolution “‘ never to resume labour 
“until their just demand of an advance of 10 per cent. is com- 
** plied with.” Twenty-five thousand workpeople thrown idle 
in one town, and without the means of earning their subsistenc®, 
on such a just demand not being complied with, is a sad 
result of the supposed improvement of the working classes. 
At Blackburn nine mills are closed, at which from 16,000 
to 17,000 hands were employed, and probably this number is now 
increased by the closing of other factories. At present those 
employed maintain those out of employment; but what will be the 
consequence when nearly all are out of employment? The 
masters have no objection to a lock-up, which will enable them 
to dispose of their stocks ready to begin afresh, and only the 
operatives will suffer. 

The men have begun too late. They are acting on facts which 
have passed away—not on facts which are to come. The 
Australian and all other markets are pretty well stocked, some of 
them overstocked ; there is no longer a brisk demand which 
the masters cannot meet ; provisions are becoming dearer, and 
the consumption of manufactures, which has been very 
great, will decline; there will be less demand for the 
people's services and more to pay for food. When they 
are on the eve fof needing the good offices of their em- 
ployers, they provoke their hostility. a are to be pitied and 
condemned. At the instigation of some few demagogues they 
are depriving themselves of the respect of their fellow-men and 
reducing themselves to destitution. Combinations to raise the rate 
of wages when the demand for the services of the combiners is 
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slackening are very ill-timed ; and if ever they could attain the 
end proposed, they cannot now succeed. 

Instead of combining against the masters to get a rise of wages, 
it would be better to combine with them. They mast all be 





sensible that their condition has been very : ved. we} 
the abolition of the Corn Law—more. than by any} thy 


positive enactment tha: was ever passed. Is there not 


& sayir 
the Corn Law left, which is a plague to masters and workmen alike, | 


and to get rid of which would benefit both? They do not agree 
with us we know, but in our opinion the Factories Act, with all 
the legislation that interferes with the industry of either masters or 
men, is worthy of a combination to get rid of it. If they had less 
taxes to pay, there would be more produce to divide betwixt them, 
and both would be better off. Why should they not unite to get 
rid of every kind of public expense which is not necessary, and 
of preserving for their own use much of the wealth now bestowed 
on the instruments of coercion, which their own vices and their 
dissensions alone make necessary. An immense portion of the 
annual produce of industry is applied to purposes which a cordial 
and friendly union hetween employers and employed would make 
wholly unnecessary. There are probably yet a great number of 
laws and customs which as much curtail the rewards of industry, 
and stand as much in the way of the welfare of both masters and 
men, as the Corn Laws did, and which a combination of them 
would effectually get rid of. Combivations to raise wages—which 
depend on the seasons here and abroad—can ouly end in disap- 
pointment. Combinations to get rid of bad laws may promote 
the happiness of all. 

Amongst the many thousands who now combine there must be 
men of enlarged sense and refined intelligence—men who know 
quite as well as any journalists how much the labouring classes 
have heretofore suffered from ill-timed combinations. Amongst 
the seamen, in particular, must be men who have visited nu- 
merous foreign countries, and brought home wisdom from abroad. 
They have paced the deck and medidated in silence on many a 
moonlit night. They have braved storms and seen Natare in 
her grandest aspects, if any one of her aspects be grander than 
another. Their minds bear the impress of her works. They 
meet her face to face, and sink not under her blasts and her 
mountain waves. From habitually encountering perils, they 
acquire a courage beyond other men ; but they find it less diffi- 
cult to face Nature than rude companions. They quail before the 
ridicule or the reproaches of those who have a purpose 
‘to serve by misleading them. They battle with storms, 
but they cannot say “no” to a companion, though they are 
conscious that his advice is erroneous and his designs mis- 
chievous. Wonderfal, indeed, is the influence of man over man, 
when the most enlightened and intelligent of our countrymen can 
be led by men— whose intellect they, perhaps, despise, and whose 
moral character they know to be bad—into doing what they are 
conscious is wrong, and which will plunge them and their families 
into misery. It is impossible, we believe, for all the people now 
combining to approve of the combination; but they want the 
moral courage to assert their opinions and act on their convic- 
tions. Such men will be won by gentleness and conciliation ; and 
we trust the masters will continue to act on those principles 
which must speedily bring to their side the most considerate of 
the workmen. 





Agriculture. 


THE RURAL DISTRICTS. 
Even yet there is grain to be harvested in the backward and 
clay-land districts, and the recent heavy rains have rendered it 
difficult to say when the fields will be finally cleared. But the 
still worse effect of the renewed wet weather has been the inter- 
ruption caused to autumn preparation of the land. Never before 
were the stubbles so generally foul, and the progress made in clear- 
ing them has not been atall satisfactory. Warned by the events 
of last autumn, farmers have used great exertions to get their 
wheat ground ready for seed, and the clover leys are generally 
ploughing up well; so tha’, unless we have a rapid succession of 
such rains as have fallen during the past week, there is a fair 
hope of a tolerably good wheat-sowing seasou. The autumn 
clearing of fallows—now confessedly most important, both as re- 
gards fature cleanness of the land and saving of expense in eculti- 
vation—can, it is obvious, only be accomplished, this year, to a 
moderate extent ; and the planting of winter tares, on which so 
much of the strong-land farmers’ power to keep stock depends, 
must be late, and from the state of the land indifferently executed. 
All prices are likely to go higher, for the yield of the new crops is 
the reverse of satisfactory. Even the barley, once expected to 
make some compensation for a deficient wheat crop, where 
tested by thrashing, has occasioned much disappointment, both 
as to yield and quality. Our present prices will be sure to pro- 
mote importations, and probably to a larger extent than is at 
present anticipated. That the position of the corn trade is now 
remarkably sound and healthy is unquestionable, and there being 
no longer any of the risks of a protected trade hampered by a 
sliding scale, not only will the regular dealers buy corn for import, 
but ordinary merchants may probably find it advantageous to 
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invest capital in that way. The following are a few passages 
from local agricaltural reports :— 

In Yorkshare, at the end of September— 
Nothing but spring wheat, and some of the moorland oate, with the bulk of the 
ping bean crop remain to be harvested. The corn has been got throughout 






m.ade to thrash out, we have great pain in 


parching winds of April and the drought of M«y 
early partof June, that ithas not time to fill and mature iteelf. The 
potatoes which, except a few of very early ach tops, had escaped the 
disease, have now manifested vocal signs of its influence, and fully 
40 per cent. of the main crop is a very abundant one as far as tubers 
are concerned—has, we are to say, been entirely consumed, or at least 
rendered unfi' for anything food for store pigs, to which they do not seem 
to be at all injurious. The turnips are also somewhat discolouring, and mani- 
feating less signs of being a very heavy crop than they did at one period. 
Pastures are abundantly supplied with grass, and “stock of 
all kinds seem to be doing uncommonly well.” Farms are in 
great demand, and rent reductions are being withdrawn. Com- 
plaints are made that during the last few years a good many 0 
the Yorkshire farmers “‘ have sadly run out the land.” 

In Berkshire— 

The month (September) has not been very unfavourable to harvesting,"and 
those that have had most patience have done the best. There still remain 
many fields of backward oats, barley, and beans, also a small quantity of 
wheat not fit to be cut; so that it is impoesible (unless there be a fine October) 
to say whep the harvest will be completed. Our present report upon the 
wheat crop must be a confirmation of previously expressed opinions; for upon 
the teet of thrashing, it is found to yield badly. The breadth sown wae aleo 
comparatively small. They who sowed epring wheat in the hope of making 
up their deficiency, are doomed to still further disappointment, as the corn is #0 
badly blighted that it will searcely pay the expenses of harvesting and thrash- 











fields of the more forward are blighted, and in carrying are found to be light in 
the sheaf. Peas are a fair crop. Beans do not prove so good as was ex- 
pected, fur they went off with blight. Tares yield badly, and now make as 
much as 93 per bushel. Potatoes are much diseased, and a:e now worse than 
we ever bad them; in fact they are so bad that some families have discon- 
\inued the use of them. We have short markets of wheat, and it hag risen 
considerably in value. Generally, by this time, there were large quantities of 
new wheat brought out; tut the protracted harvest, and its indifferent yield, 
have doubiless prevented its so this year. There is, at the same time, 
a great demand for barley, and many persons thrash it in preference to 
wheat. 

In North Northumberland— 

Out of our small breadth of wheat a large portion of the spring-sown 
remains half-ripe and uncet: on all exposed situations the grain is much 
beaten out. Barley has also suffered fiom the same element; yet the latter, 
being generally twisted and lodged, has suffered less from the shake than 
wheat. The autumn wheats are ail safely stacked, or may be some portions 
thrashed and gone into consumption. The bulk bas turned out less (rather 


| than more) than expected. We hope the yield with prove better. Spring- 


sown held a promi-ing appearance anti! lately ; much of it is affected with 
rust, and the ear breaks off on the firet touch; hence, we anticipate a very poor 
acreage yield. For the last ten days the weather has Leen excessively cold ; 
on the 26th the horder mountains were capped with snow, which cause wil! 
affect all unripe grain, Barley has reaped fully up to appearance, anda 
large portion of the crop well harvested. Part of the late sown is yet to 
reap, and will be mixed with green corn. Still, as a crop, late barley will 
prove safer th:n late wheat. Oats are more generally cut and cleared from the 
fields than any of the other white crops ; and being generally well harvested, 
will yield a fair average in quantity and quality. Beans and peas have been, 
in most instance’, cut down very green. The bulk is small, but they are each 
fairly podded, and may return a moderate acreage yield. Poutatoe disease is 
again causing some anxiety, and we see many portions in fields already raised, 
and either housed or carried to market, which will keep prices moderate for 
some time to come. From out own observation, the tubers are much better 
than lest season ; and although a few are tainted, if they will only keep housed 
or in pita, we anticipate no ecarcity. Garden varistics are raieed in excellent 
condition for the table. 

In Suffolk and Essex the estimated quantity of land left un- 
sown was nearly one-eighth. It is said— 

The wheat cvme late to ear, and, with wet cloudy weather, presented a very 
unpromising appearance, until a few bright days caused a rapid change 
for the better, so as togive hope and partially dispel fear. Actual thrashing 
and deliveries have, however, now proved that the yield does not average 3 
quarters per acre. We have heard twice of 5 quarters per acre; three or four 
times of 44 aud 4; many times of 3; generally 2;; several times of 2, and, 
in not a few instances, of less than 2. We reckon 4 quarters per acre an 
average yield for these counties. Weere thus short of wheat from deficiency 
of yield, combined with the lessened breadth, fully 30 per cent. The weight 
is an average, varying from 59 to 64 lbs per bushel; condition generally goud. 
Produce of flour weil reported of. 

The reports of the autumn meetings of agricultural societies 
have become literally nothing more than the lists of prizes and 
prize-winners, with au occasional passage from the chairman’s 
speech. These meetings are becoming rapidly what they should 
always have been, strictly business meetings of agriculturists. 





oPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS,

London, Oct. 1, 1853. 

We have no change to communicate since the 1st ultimo, the mar-, 
ket haviog remaived in a similar position to that it then presen 
Manufacturers have exhibited the same disinclination to purchase, 
and importers have shown no disposition to recede from previous 
quot stions, which seem to be firmly supported. It appears evident 
that, should circumstances warrant a continuance of the preseDt or 
higher rates for home trade descriptions, those who may be com- 
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ing. The crop of barley varies much; yet, fon the whole, we think it will 
prove the best of the season, and much of it ws secured last week in good | 
condition: the rains and fogs filled it out, and made it more mellow for work- 
ing. Outs are but indifferent; the backward ones have filled badly: many 
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pelled from necessity to purchase, cannot anticipate any profit at the 

resent prices of manufactured goods, which, for some time past, 
~ had a very distant connection with current rates of unmanu- 
factured. Some attempts have been recently made to obtain an ad- 
vance in prices, but which have not been responded to by those who 
hold ak, ant who appear to have especial care for the interest of 
the consumer—the small manufacturer, who must purchase at the 
current price, being quite a minor consideration. Sales of all sorts 
have been limited, not having exceeded 400 hogsheads, in nearly 
equal portions, for home trade and exportation. Recent advices 
trom New Orleans represent the market “quiet and neglected,’ in 
consequence of parties who chiefly operate having left the city. 
- The total receipts to the 1st of September are, 75,010 hogsheads, 
including 10,050 hogsheads of strips, and 25,000 hogsheads of the 
crop of 1851, which had been kept back by low waters, so that the 
apprehensions of a reduced yield, referred to in our last annual 
statement, are demonstrated to have been well founded. With re- 
spect to the growing crop, all accounts concur in stating that it must 
fall materialiy short of the reduced crop of last year; and the late 
advance in prices has resulted mainly from the conviction that such 
will prove to be the fact.” Imports—1,546 hhds. Deliveries— 
1,080 hhds. Stock—18,048 hhds against 17,923 hhds in 1852; 
24,471 hhds in 1851; 25,779 hhds io 1850; 23,053 hhds in 1849; 
and 27,918 bhds in 1848. 








(From Messrs Trueman and Rouse’s Circular.) 
London, Oct. 1, 1853. 

The imports of sugar duriog September have been considerably 
greater than in the corresponding month of last year, and the com- 
parative deficiency of the stock in the ports is, therefore, much less 
than on the {st ult., but still amounts to 27,300 tons, while the actual 
increase of stock in the month is only 900 tons. The deliveries con- 
tinue steady, although they are undoubtedly curtailed by the increased 
money pressure inducing the wholesale and retail dealers to hold only 
what is just sufficient for their immediate requirements, and on this 
account cannot be regarded as the true index of the consumption, 
except in so far as they demonstrate it to be progressing most satis- 
factorily. The imports of sugar in the next three months are not 
likely to equal those in the corresponding period of 1852; the exist- 


|| ing diserepancy in the stocks cannot therefore be made up, and if 
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suger could be regarded only in reference to supply and demand, a 
considerable advance would inevitably take place before the close of 
the year. The lateness and great inferiority, in point of saccharine 
matter, of the beet crops in Germany and Belgium, especially in the 
former, is now fully confirmed; the harvest has suffered so much 
from wet that the roots will not be stored until at least a month afser 
the usual period, and a large portion will be altogether unfit for sugar 


manufacture.

China there is scarcely anything doing; small orders still on hand 
remain unexcuted for want of opportunities to ship goods. The accounts 
from the United States of America are satisfactory, considering the 
very large shipments made to those quarters. Some caution seems 
however advisable, in order to prevent over-supplies, and to give re- 
ceivers a chance to realise with profit. Australia and California have 
been inundated with merchandise from here as well as other countries, 
The accounts from South America are not of a nature to give an im- 
pulse to our market. 

(From Messrs M'Nair, Greenhow, and Irving’s Circular.) 
Manchester, Sept. 30th, 1853. 

This market has been dull, drooping, and declining, and more es 
cially so during the last thirteen days, or thereabouts. Its position 
to-day is rather improvedin appearance. Purchases are now rigidly 
limited to existing wants, with prices and values ruling very irregu- 
larly, as might be expected. No buyer can be found operating beyond 
this rule. Considering the influences which have been abroad, it is 
perhaps wonderful that prices have been so well maintained. Little or 
no material decline in values can be reported, unless Indian shirtings 
and yarns be excepted. The former have declined 44d to 6d per piece, 
and the datter from 4d to 3d per lb. 7-8ths and 9-8ths shirtings have 
given way from 1}d to 2d per piece ; maddapollans, 1}d per piece, and 
even not that generally; whilst domestics, I’ cloths, long cloths, India 
jaconnets, have in some instances given way 1-16th per yard, and one 
penny per piece. Other descriptions have, as will be seen, been affected 
to a very trifling extent. No stocks exist to any important extent ; 
neither as concerns goods or yarns, where they do exist, is any dispo- 
sition shown to force them upon the market. The accounts from India, 
together with a contemplated stoppage of a considerable number of 
mills and manufactories, to-day are in some measure calculated to 
strengthen the position of at least East India goods and yarns, unless 
some more decidedly unfavourable feature show itself. 





(From Mr W. Mure’s Circular.) 
Manchester, Sept. 30, 1853. 

In reference to the position and prospects of the next crop of cotton, 
my constituents cannot expect me to give them any numerical estimate 
of its probable extent, but I will furnish them with an abstract of the 
reports of the weather, which I have compiled every week, and col- 
lected from the different cotton-growing sections. One point is 
generally conceded, that the plant is much more backward than usual, 
both in the Atlantic and Gulf States, and of course more liable to the 
usual vicissitudes of frost, &c., to which it may besubject. ‘The plant- 
ing season in April was not favourable, the weather being dry and 
temperature low. The drought continued with re, any intermis- 
sion throughout the month of April, May and part of June, and was 
most severely felt in the Atlantic States, where an entire failure of 
the crop was at one time predicted. The absence of rain prevented the 
seed from germinating, and in many sections replanting was resorted to 
in the month of May. Thus the season has been a very late one; the 
average blooming in Louisiana and Mississippi did not occur until 
19th of June, being 17 days later than last year. About the end of that 
month rains set in, and contioued daily for three weeks. These were 
of great service to the high lands, but some complaints of injury were 
made on the rich alluvial soils. - A cessation, however, of rains during 
the last week of July induced better reports from some districts. We 
come now to the important months of August and September, when 
dry weather is required both for maturing and picking; but 1 regret 
to state that the weather has not at all been favourable, for 20 days 
out ofthe month of August have been rainy, and I learn from my 
house in New Orleans, by telegraph to 14th current, that the rains, 
which had ceased for a few days, had again recommenced. I have re- 
ceived by the last steamer several letters from the interior, complaining 
that the plant was shedding its forms and bolls, and besides that the 
picking was entirely interrupted. The receipts of new cotton at New 
Orleans up to the Ist of o- have been only 74 bales, against 5,077 
bales last year, and they will no doubt be very light during the next 
two months, from the causes above mentioned, as well as the de e- 
ment of business from the fatal epidemic which is now ravaging e 
interior towns. It may be safely assumed that the imports of new 
cottons into Great Britain before the end of the year will not be one- 
third_of the quantity received last year. 





From Messrs Sturge and Co.’s Circular.) 


Birmingham, Oct. 5, 1853. 

We see no reason to expect much reduction at present in the value 
of wheat ; a fall at this season of the year being very unusual, and it 
is not unlikely we may have a further advance before we have any 
material reaction; but we are very doubtful if present prices can 
be permanently maintained, as it is evident that the only limit to our 
supplies, both from the East and West, will be the power of procuring 
vessels to bring grain or flour to this country; although we believe, 
including the short quantity of land under wheat, the crop is fully 
one-third under an average, and it is the latest as well as the worst 
crop since 1816. It must however be borne in mind, that from the 
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former circumstance we shall probably have a less period to provide 
for up to next harvest than in the average of years, sad 
that, unlike 1816, when all crops were deficient, this year, wheat 
excepted, we have a full average. The stocks in warehouse also are 
than at -. former period, and we believe the old wheat in 
the bands of the farmers is more than usual at this season.

From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Oct. 6, 1853. 


There are this week a series of facts and events of a very unfa- 
vourable nature, which have increased the anxiety which was already 
felt among political and financial people. 

The reports received by the Government about the state of the 
last crops and the supplies of wheat and breadstuffs in France and 
the rest of Europe are by no means satisfactory. 

M. Darblay intimated two months ago that the general deficiency 
of the crop amounted in France to ten millicns hectolitres, but he 
owns now that the figure have been underrated, and must approach 
fourteen or fifteen millions of hectolitres. The deficiency of Western 
Europe approximates to thirty or thirty-five millions of hectolitres. 
The prices are increasing in all our markets. In Low Brittany they 
have increased from 13f to 19f per hectolitre, and ia the rest of France 
they vary from 27f to 30f per hectolitre. 

The researches which have been made abroad give apprehensions 
that such a vast quantity of grain will not be easily obtained from 
the general granaries of Europe. The French Administration of 
War sent orders two months ago to purchase 350,000 hectolitres of 
wheat in the Crimea, and they have not yet arrived at Marseilles. They 
apprehead that the affairs of the East will prevent these supplies from 
being sent, and negociations have been opened to obtain flour and 
wheat from the United States. But North America could not 
dispose in 1847 of more than four or five millions hectolitres, and it 
would not be sufficient to make up for the general deficiency of 

There is abundance of wheat in Spain, where in some 
places it is sold at only 20 or 24 reals per hectolitre, but, owing to 
the want of conveyances, it can scarcely be brought to our markets. 

Our Government has continued to issue decrees in order to allow 
foreign grain to be imported without duties, by land or by sea, in 
French or foreign vessels; but at the same time it has prohibited 
the exports of potatoes from France. Immense exports were indeed 
taking place every day by all our railways, and chiefly by the Northern 
and the Rouen and Havre Railways. The setier of potatoes, which 
last year was sold for 3s in the environs of Paris, is worth now 1) 0s, 
in consequence of the extensive purchases for the English markets. 

Though the question of corn is of paramount importance, it has 
nearly been forgotten for a few days, in consequence of the threaten- 
ing information which has been received from the East. You know 
already that the Sultan has been prevailed upon by the Divan to de- 
clare war against Russia, and the Emperor of the French is reported 
to have decided upon several important measures in consequence of 
the rupture of peace. A corps of 30,000 land troops will be sent 
to Constantinople, and be commanded by Generai Canrobert, with 
the title of Commander-in Chief of the Army in the East. 

It ap that some peaceful overtures have been made by M. 
Kisselnt, the Ambassador of Russia, in the nume of his Sovereign, 
who would be ready to make some concessions about the explanations 
to be given to the note of Vienna. But Louis Napoleon has answered 
that it was too late, and those concessions wers out of place. 
The Cabinet of France was decided to act in perfect harmony with 
the Cabinet of England, and both Powers would leave their fleets 
before Constantinople as long as the Russian troops had not evacuated 
the Principalities. 4 

The Moniteur of to-day contradicts a report of a modification in 
the Cabinet. That report was circulated for a few days. It was 
said that M. de Persigny would be appointed to the Ministry of 
State; M. d’Audiffret to the Finance. M. Bineau would have re- 





placed M. Dergout x Goverser of the Bank of Finance. M. Achille 
‘ould desired to resign entirely, in order to take the direction of the 
banking-house of his brother, M. Benoist Fould, whose mental 
faculties have been i 

It is true that M. Bineau was about to have been named Governor 
of the Bank. It is the second time that Louis. Napoleon thinks of 
depriving M. Dargout of his high situation, as the honourable 
Governor resists some of the unreasonable demands of the Minister 
of Finance. The Government has opposed the measure which the 
Council of the Bank had decided upon—viz., the raising the rate of 
discount from 3 per cent. to 4 per cent. It is reported thet this 
measure will be taken in the weekly sitting of the Council, which 
takes place this afternoon.

THE SUPPLY OF GUANO. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srr,—lIn a recent number of your journal I observed a letter in re- 
ference to the supply of guano, and suggesting that a thorough search 
should be made in various parts of the world for this valuabie commo- 
dity. As‘a supply of this manure is of the utmost importance to our 
agricultural prosperity, 1 beg leave to remark that any search which 
may be made should be confined to those parts of the world which are 
rainiess, or in which rain falls perhaps once in the four or five years— 
the guano found in those parts of the world where rain falls regularly 
being valueless, owing to rain and damp having a tendency to wash 
away, if I may so express myself, its fertilising properties. As the 
rainless coast cf Peru, with its guano deposits, are already appropriated, 
as the guano deposits of Ichaboe are exhausted, and no other places on 
the arid coast of South-Western Africa have been found to contain it, 
I would suggest that the Eastern coast of Africa should be examined 
minutely, and in particular the Gulf of Aden and the entrance to the 
Red Sea. Rain falls but seldom in this region—perhaps once in three 
or four years; and, as there are numerous islets in the Gulf, deposits 
of guano may be found upon some of them. 

I would refer, however, as to the Red Sea. In this sea, 
from the 14th to the 27th parallel of latitude, the coast on both sides 
is rainless ; it is, moreover, from the 14th parallel to the 25th, on the 
Arabian Coast, studded with islands, and there are several also on the 
Egyptian side. A search in this quarter might not prove fruitless, and 
might be accomplished by some of those vessels belonging to Bombay 
which run between Aden and that port. 

On some of those parts of the Australian coast where there is little 
or no rain guano may exist.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant,

COMBINATION OF SEAMEN. 
To the Editor of the Economist, 

Sir,—Pardon the liberty I take of making a few remarks on the 
article in your paper of the Ist inst., entitled “ More Combinations— 
The Seamen.” 

I perfectly agree with all you say as to the absurdity of the resolu- 
tions of the Association, and the impossibility of all such wide-spread- 
ing combinations serving the purposes which the combiners intend they 
shall, But when you come to speak of how the combination ‘s to be 
met, although you make no distinct proposition, I fear, from the men- 
tion you make of law and government, that you lean somewhat to a 
mode of proceeding which would be a decided interference with that 
liberty which every subject of this realm ought to possess, of disposing 
of his labour, when, where, and how, he may think fit. More than 
assert that right I do not think the members of the Association have 
yet done; and if they succeed in retaining, for however short a period, 
employment on their own terms, they will do nothing more than every 
man in making his bargains tries to do, whether it be labour or pro- 
duce that he has to sell. | 

In the beginning of 1851, when the Mercantile Marine Act of 1850 | 
came into operation, I was located in a small seaport town in the North 
of England, and my business engagements were in connection with the 
shipping of the port. You will remember that the seamen of some of 
the large northern ports refused to comply with the demands of the 
act, and put themselves for some time on a kind of strike. That 
movement was likely to extend itself to our little town, and a meeting 
of the sailors was held one evening for the purpose of coming to some 
resolution on the subject. I attended that meeting, and, as 1 was well 
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known to some of the sailors, I obtained a hearing for what I had to 
say. 1 explained the true nature of the act, about which there 
seemed to be a great deal of misapprehension, and admitted the hard- 
ness of many of its provisions; but at the same time exposed to them 
the folly of “ throwing themselves out of bread” for however short a 
riod, when at most the hardships of the act were only a few regu- 
ions which they would soon get accustomed to, and some pecuniary 
considerations which sunk into insignificance when compared with a 
month's wages. After skirmishing for an hour or so with men in all 
parts of the room, I perceived that some of the more intelligent began 
to see how things really were. I, therefore, left them to themsetves, 
and had the satisfaction, next morning, of hearing that the meeting 
had separated after coming to a resolution which was far from mean- 
ing that they would go on strike. 
trikes, aparently, seldom occur except where large numbers of men 
are congregated together. The largeness of their number seems to impart 
an apparent strength to their cause which they fai! to draw from any other 
source. Perhaps in the above instance the few (I suppose not more than 
50 or 60 were in the port at one time) might not have had the courage 
to proceed to a strike, even had nothing of the nature of what I have 
related above occurred; but I think it would not be wrong to say 
that, to some extent, a body of men were prevented from combining 
for a purpose, by having the folly and absurdity of such a course ex- 
posed to them. Could not the shipowners of the North adopt some 
such plan? If combinations are so foolish and absurd, surely means 
might be found to convince the sailors that they are so, And I do 
not think that British sailors more than other people will show avy 
inclination to act against their manifest interest. 

Hoping you will excuse the length of this expression of opinion, 
and extend to it your usual courtesy, [ enclose my card, and beg to 
sign myself, Sir, your obedient servant, Ss.

Various meetings have been held during the last few days, 
and deputations have been appointed to visit the colliers of Barnsley, Staveley 
(the large works of Mr Barrow, M.P.), and other places, to solicit subscriptions 
in behalf of the men. In Barnaley and the district they have met with much

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL, 


FRANCE, 

Amongst the shopkeepers in Paris trade is now more brisk than 
for some weeks past. The manufacturers, however, have not 
profited in an equal degree with the retailers. There are but few 
merchants or manufacturers in Paris who would venture to under- 
take a speculation requiring any length of time for a return. The 
latter are limiting their operations to a:ticles of primary necessity; 
an ” general stagnation of affairs is leaving a large capital unem- 
ployed. 

Considerable ‘cargoes of wheat and flour continue to arrive at the 
seaports in the South and West of France, and much of the former 
grain has been imported from Germany. The rise has consequently 
been checked within the last few days. Flour is quoted in the Paris 
market at from 82f to 90f the sack of 157 kilogrammes, At its pre- 
sent price the 2lb loaf ought to sell for 48c in place of 40c, as fixed by 
the Government. While wheat has declined in several markets, 
there has been a remarkable rise in Lower Brittany, where the har- 
vest had been most abundant, amounting to at least one-third more 
than that of an ordinary year. ‘The farmers, who are not in general 
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well informed on what passes in other places, commenced selling 
their wheat at 25f and 27f the 100 kilogrammes. Those prices at- 
tracted purchasers from Paris and from the Northern d ts, 
and prices rose in consequence in the markets of Morlaix, Lannion, 
Treguier, and Pontrieu to 33f and 34f the 100 kilogrammes. The 
~—. have withdrawn at those prices. 

e price of bread in Paris is to remain without change at 40: the 
2ib loaf for the first fortnight of October; but everywhere else a 
fresh augmentation has taken place throughout France, The city of

The cattle markets continue to be well attended, Fat oxen are 
searce and bring high prices. Although large consignments of wine 
arrived at Bercy last week, prices are enormously high. The vintage 
has a the Hérault, but oe rans complain — 
of the crop. tter prospects appear in the other wine-growing dis- 
tricts, soocleuiarty tae the late rains, which have increased the size 
of the grapes and hastened their maturity. The wine-growers ex- 
press themseives satisfied in Burgundy, Champagne, the Cher, and 
the Orleannais. There has been a considerable fali in the price of 
wine at Beaucaire, The same cannot be said for the Bordelais, 
where there has been a further rise in prices, although it is admitted 
that the oidium has not caused as much injury as was said. 

The Moniteur publishes an Imperial decree extending the period 
named in the decree of the 3d of August last, removing temporarily 
the differential duties payable on corn and flour imported into France 
in foreign vessels, until the 3ist of July, 1854. 

A further decree forbids the export of potatoes and dried vege- 
tables from France until the 3lst of July, 1854. 

The Moniteur has published a decree granting permission to foreign 
vessels to import corn, breadstuffs, rice, potatoes, and dried vegetables 
from Algiers into France. The license thus granted ends on the 
31st of December. 





SPAIN. 


Some important measures are, it is said, contemplated by the new 
Ministry. One of these is the abolition of the t system as re- 
gards the interior of the country; another, the abolition of the De- 
rechos de Puertas. The latter is one of the most obnoxious and op- 

essive items of revenue that can be conceived. It is also said to be 
in contemplation to throw open the salt and tobacco monopolies. 

A decree decides that foreign steamers of 400 tons and upwards, 
inclasive of the machinery, shall be subjected to the duty set down 
in Art. 455 of the tariff, namely 37f 26c the 1,000 kilogrammes. 
Another decree orders that wines of all kinds imported into Spaia in 
half bottles shall be subjected to the duties set forth for champagne 
in Art. 1,316 of the tariff, namely 72c when brought in Spanish 
bottoms, and 94c in foreiga bottoms and by land. The free admis- 
sion of all materials, machinery, &c., required for the construction 
and use of the railways throughout the country has been ordered as 
@ general measure by Royal decree. 

Senor Domenech has succeeded in renewing a large portion of the 
floating debt at the usual rates, the Bank renewing sixty millions at 6 

r cent., while capitalists have taken the promissory notes of the 
eemes at 8 per cent., and Treasury bills due July 1 at 7} per cent. 
per annun. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


The news from the East continues of a warlike character. We 
understand that the Sultan has signed a declaration of war agaiast 
Russia; but it has not been officially made known. Letters from 
Constantinople to the 25th ult. state that great excitement prevailed, 
and that the cry for war against the invaders of the Ottoman terri- 
tory was unanimous. Even the chances of defeat appear to have 
been taken into calculation, but they have produced no effect on the 
mind of the public. 

The question of an Anglo-French expeditionary force to Turkey 
has been discussed. The French and English Governments have 
each addressed a note to the Russian Government on the non- 
acceptance of the Turkish modifications. These notes are said to be 
couched in decided terms, and reply very forcibly to the last note of 
M. de Nesselrode. It is intimated that England and France are 
united in their resolve to maintain the sovereignty of the Sultan and 
the integrity of his Empire. “The Solon,” says the Bulletin de Paris, 
“has carried the order to the Admirals at Besika Bay to pass the 
Dardanelles. This measure will not modify the situation which had 
already been-marked by the anchoring of the frigates before Con- 
stantinople, but it will complete it. The fleets are to enter the Bos- 
phorus the 7th instant. They will not anchor at the Golden Horn, on 
account of the number of merchant vessels there, but will be a short 


distance from it.” 





AMERICA. 


Our advices from New York reach down tothe 24th ult. The ac- 
Counts respecting the crops in Louisiana, Texas, and the other 
Southern States are very favourable. The European news received 
at New York by the Africa had depressed the stock market of that 
city.

CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 

The General Screw Steam Shipping Company held their half- 
yearly meeting on Monday, when a very favourable report from the 
directors was read and adopted, and to those shareholders who have 
only aclaim to dividend, a bonus at the rate of 4 per cent, per 
annum for the half-y-ar out of the insurance fund was proposed and 
carried. The subscribed capital of the Company is 945.9807, of 
which 582,562/ is paid up. The summary of passenger traffic showed 
the following results. The Queen earned in her first voyage 5,375/, 
in her second 12,000/; Lady Jocelyn’s first 4,669/ second 10,859/ ; 
Indiana’s first, 8,2497; Caleutts, 9.2661; Mauritius, 11,2087. The 
Hydaspes, which only went to the Mauritius and back, earmed 5,469/. 
The report stated that the Queen, in her first voyage, expended 4 684 
tons of fuel ; in her second voyage, when her machinery was in more 
perfeet order, only 3,314 tons, being a saving of 1,370 tons. The 
Lady Evelyn, in her first voyaze, expended 4,695 tons, ia her second 
3.520, being a difference of 1,085 tons. The Indiana expended 2,436 
in her first voyage. ‘The Calcutta expended 2,84! in her firs’, aud 
1,230 tons in her second voyage. 

The Bank of France has raised its rate of discount to 4, and the 
Bank of Warsaw to 6 per cent. 

The Oriental Bank have declared a dividend for the half-year 
ending the 30th of June, at the rate of 12 per cent. per amuum, 
leaving a considerable surplus for appropriatioa at the annual meet- 
ing in May next. 

‘The stocks of iron in stores and makers’ hands in Scotland are 
new only 220,000 tons, being less than one-half of what they were in 
the spring, whilst the deliveries for home consum) ‘toa and ship- 
inent continue greatly in excess of the production. Lhe local con- 
sumption, and exports foreign, coastwise, and per railway, amount 
during the last quarter to 275,000 tons. 
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The Bank of Prussia has raised, the rate of ;interest from 4 to 5 
er cent, 

P Ona Saturday two important Acts of Parliament, passed in the late 
session, came into operation. The first relates to the law of pilotage, 
and the second to the merchant service. By the first statute a union 
is effected between the Trinity-house and the Cinque Ports pilots. 
The right of piloting ships outwards, from the port of London, aud in- 
wards to the same port, is now vested in one body of pilots, wko are 
subject to uniform aathority and control. The Trinity-house has 
the control over all pilots, and the board is empowered to make re- 
gulations. Pilots are to make returns of their earnings, or their 
licenses will be suspended. Under the Merchant Shipping Act, the 
light dues, &c., are te form the Mercantile Marine Fand, which ac- 
count is to be kept by Her Mojesty’s Paymaster-General. There 
are various provisions amending the law relating to merchant ship- 
ping. The wages and effects of deceased seamen, if not claimed 
within six years, are to be paid into the Exchequer, and to form 
part of the consolidated fund. Any ship unduly assuming the British 
character may be seized and brougit in for adjudication, and if the 
assumption is proved, it is to be confiscated to the Crown. Her 
Majesty is empowered, by order in council, to fix the tolls to be 
taken for new light houses. 


A decree has been issued enacting that, up to the 31st July next, 
the duty on wheat flour imported into Martinique, Guadaloupe, the 
lle de la Réanion, and Senegal, shall be 2f the 100 kilogrammes ; on 
dried vegetables, 25: the hectolitre ; on maize in grain, 5c, and on 
maize in flour, 10c the hec‘olitre. 

From the blue books presented to Parliament, we perceive that in 
1852, 1,100 vessels were wrecked on the shores of the British Isles, 
and that the number of lives lost was 900. 

A dispatch has been received from Her Majesty’s Consul at Bilboa, 
reporting that in consequence of the cholera having appeared at 
Newcastle, all vessels proceeding from }that port will be sent to per- 
form quarantine at Vigo. 

The second series of the debentures on the loan ¢ffected for the 
Pasha of Egypt in this country last November, in order to enable 
him to pay the Turkish tribute in advance, fell due on Friday, and 
the amount, with interest, 137,800/, was paid to the holders at the 
offices of the Peninsular and Oriental Company.

Such of these vessels as have not yet taken 
cargo on board, nor entered into a contractfor freight, will doubtless 
be taken off the berth, and placed in a more advantageous trade— 
that of corn, most probably—for which trade there has been for some 
time past a scarcity of vessels. 

The shipowners of Brest have already begun to prepare themselves 
for importing salt beef from Central America, where it may be pur- 
chased at one half-penny the pound.

The Governor of the Mauritius has proposed a reduction in the ex- 
port duty on sugar from 43d to 3d per 100 lbs. The proposition of 
the Oriental Bank to purchase the stock of the Commercial Bank ia 
the above colovy has been rejected by the shareholders in the latter. 

A memorial has been recently addressed to the Foreign-office by 
some British merchants of Montevideo, whose case seems to be an 
extremely hard one. It appears that in 1845, during the joint inter- 
vention of England and France in the affairs of the River Plate, a 
loan of 300,000 dols was obtained from these merchants for the 
Montevidean Government, at the suggestion of the repres: ntatives of 
the two countries, and with a guarantee that its repayment should 
take preference over every other liability, and that the perfect observ- 
ance of all the conditions respecting it should be upheld in case of 
need by the diplomatic intervention of the allied Powers. It has 
been the fate of the subscribers, however, to fiud their claims wholly 
disregarded by Montevideo, but it is fully anticipated that the claims 
in question will be fully met by Eogland and France. : 

The following commercial reports from several of the continental 
markets have been received :—C-phalonia—Curraats of good quality 
are bought at long prices; about 700,000 lbs have been already sold, 
The demand still continues, but holders keep back, and it is with diffi- 
culty that a parcel of 1,000 Ibs is to be bought.

At Pirgo better pur- 
chases are effected. It is expected thata rise will take place. Smyrna 
—The market here is getting daily more animated. Ali articles of ex- 
port have risen. Bari—Oil, accurding to appearances, will stand at ex- 
istiag prices, until the new gatheriag. The recent continuous rains 
are favourable for the olives ; the report that they are punctured by 
the worm is unfounded. The fall of almonds at Trieste has made 
no impression here. Figs are in good condition. Vienna—The 
silk trade here during the past week has not been very brisk, but 
prices keep up, owing to the small stock at command. Advices from 
Bergama, Milan, and Udine do not give hopes of any further de- 
crease of prices, and ascribe the present to the tightness of money. 
The small orders for purchase of maoufactured silks on Ltalian ac- 
count are to beascribed to the result of the harvest and the scarcity 
of money.

The present returns, coming down to the end of last week, 
show an increase of circulation, 823,9531; an increase of public 
deposits, 26,4901; an increase of private deposits, 1,046,380/ ; an 
increase of securities, 1,981,576/, the whole increase being of 
private securities ; a decrease of bullion, 68,2211; an increase of 
rest, 16,5321; and a decrease of reserve, 906,1511. 
These accounts show there was good reason for the Bank to ad-

eee res, 
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vance its rate of interest last week, of which the previous week’s ac- 
counts offered no justification. An additional demand for loans to 
the extent of nearly 2,000,000/, after it had advanced the rate of 
interest to 44, was a strong evidence of a great want of money. 

The private securities now amount to 19,124,799/—a greater sum 
than they have reached since 1848; yet, as there is at the same 
time a large increase of private deposits, chiefly derived 
from the loans of the Bank, or from the sale of public 
securities, it is pretty plain that the great demaud for 
money was more the result of apprehension than of immediate 
want. It is an evidence of the feeling noticed below, that men 
are desirous to have money at their command, to be secured 
against they know not what contingencies. Sucha feeling operates 
strongly with joint stock and other bankers, whose principal funds 
are derived from private deposits, and who, dreading some de- 
mands on them, have not been very forward to lend money. The 
increase of circulation, as there is a decrease of bullion, is wholly 
derived from the diminution of reserve in the banking department. 
The notes of the issue department have decreased. The small in- 
crease of the public deposits is due to the Bank having begun to 
make the Government quarterly payments. ‘The reserve is now 
reduced to 6,839,187/. 

The Bank accounts in the present week are expected to be 
favourable and steady, to exhibit an increase of bullion, and no 
great addition of private securities ; but to be quite certain 
these points, we must wait for the returns. 

The money market is decidedly easier to-day, though there is 
a reluctance to part with money, from a supposition that j it may 
be more wanted, and a growing apprehension that all the paper in 
circulation is not trustwosthy. Ifin some cases more than 5 or even 
6 per cent. is required for discount, this is due to the character 
of the paper. First-rate bills are discounted at 43, or + below the 
Bank rate. Money is not readily taken on call, as the borrowers 
do not like the risk of its being demanded, but it is readily taken 
for a term at 4 to 4} per cent. The Bank ‘of France on Thursday 
1aised its rate of discount from 8 to 4 per cent. 

The exchanges have latterly become more favourable. To-day 
there was no alteration in them, and at present there isfno 
builion going abroad, though the large quantities of corn ordered 
will yet have to be paid for, and bullion will, after a season, 
again find its way abroad. 

The stock market has again undergone numerous and consi- 
¢ erable fluctuations through the week, but yesterday and to-day 
it has been steadier, and the prices have an upward tendency. 
Chere is a great scarcity of money stock, and the public having 
been buyers at the late reductions, prices improve. After some 
fluctuations to-day, Consols closed at 924. The following is our

Aa 0 additional sum of 5, 0002 in the 32 103 was accepted on the 
3d instant, making the total sum accepted of the debt to be con- 
verted 3,058,332. 

The rumours have been endless to-day, the telegraph 
serving the purpose rather of conveying fictions than truth 
to the public. The predominant statements were warlike, 
and the principal of them was that France and England were at 
once tosend armies to Turkey, that Parliament was to be forth- 
with assembled, and that war was certain. For them we are 
assured that there is no foundation, other than the purposes they 
serve of the stock-jobbers. Neither is there any foundation for 
rumours that were of a more private nature, and that concerned 
the credit and character of individuals. In times like the present, 
when speculation in the public securities is very rife, ramours are 
always numerons, and of course almost always false. 

The known exports of bullion and of specie in the week 
amount to 501,750/, of which 30,000/ is gold for Malta, Alexan- 
dria, Ceylon, "Hongkong, and Canton, and 471,750/ is silver for 
Bombay, Madras, Calcutta, Penang, Singapore, Hongkong, 
and Canton. 

The import of silver by the West India packet is 540,0002. 
From New York 50,0002 has arrived, and from Sydney, by the 
Alvertin, 2,000/. 

The following i is the account of the money market of New Forks, 
given by the Shepping and Commercial List ot the 24th ult. : 

he money market is manifestly easier on call and short prime cxvantttes, 
bel the rates for long paper cannot be altered. The supply of capital is — 
more abundant, and is freely offered on call. Foreign exchanges are ad 
vancing, as is usually the case when the money market is becoming easier, and 
an increase of specie shipments may be looked for soon. The banks still 
pursue a stringent policy ; the accumulation of coin in their vaults is gradual 
and productive of favourable results in monied circles. So long as this state 
of things continues, we are not likely to have a more stringent money market, 
We quote :—Loans on call, 7 per cent; prime three to four months’ paper, § to 
10 per cent.; prime four to six months’ paper, 10 to 12 per cent. 

Our stock market is generally firm, and in some instances an upward ten- 
dency is apparent. 

In investment securities the transactions continue light. The foreign orders 
are, to a great extent, restricted to the bonds of leading railroads already in 
operation. 

New York and Erie R. R. shares have largely advanced, in anticipation 
of a division next month. While the receipts of the road show a steady 
increase, measures, it is stated, have been adopted materially to reduce its 
working expenses. 

Government and State Loans come into market in inconsiderable amounts, and 
command full prices. Some small sales of United States loans bave been made at 
rates slightly in advance of those paid at the Treasury. 

Of the dry goods trade at New York it is said :— 

There has been rather less activity in the domestic dry goods market during 
the week, and as usual towards the close of the season, a slight concession in 
prices has been made in order to close out invoices and old styles. The season 
thus far has been a most remarkable one, as regards the quantity of goods. 
sold, and only one thing remains to make it the most profitable ever known 
here, and that is, prompt returns from the buyere. 

In foreign goods there is no new features to notice. The event of the week 
in British goods was the sale yesterday of a large portion ot the stock of J. 
Gihon and Co., consisting of a large assortment of linens. The sale was 
quite a spirited one, and all desirable styles brought full prices, except about 
200 cases blay linens, which we understand could not be replaced at the same 
prices at private sale. 200 cases white linens sold at prices equal to the antici- 
pations of the sellers. The low grade drills went rather below the market. 

Mr Beedell has prepared, and Messrs Baily Brothers, Cornhill, 
have published, a revised edition of the ‘“ British Tariff,” com- 
piled by the former, in which is included all the alterations made 
last Session of Parliament, which was, as Mr Bedell says, sin- 
gularly rich in commercial and fiscal legislation. His revised 
edition will be as useful as the former editions, and be equally 
convenient to merchants.

The corn market was ex tremely dull to-day, though the arrivals 
were short ; and though lower prices cannot be quoted, persons de- 
sirous of selling would have been obliged to accept them. For 
the present, at Teast, it is supposed that prices have reached their 
highest, though it is not expected that a great decline will sud- 
denly take place. Purchasers from France continue to buy wheat 
in our market, but at present it is principally for seed, or the very 
best kind of Dantzic wheat for mixing with wheat impo:ted that 
is not so good, For fine wheats great prices are asked and ob- 
tained. We know that 80s has been given for a considerable 
quantity, that for some intended for seed 823 has been given, and 
that 903 has been asked and 84s refused. As to fature prices, 
much will depend on the manner in which the pending question 
of peace or war is decided, but no one doubts that we shall ob- 
tain as much wheat as we require. 
The foreign corn markets in our neighbourhood display great 
activity, and higher prices were obtained, particularly at Amster- 
dam on the 3d. At Hamburg on the 4th the market was quiet. 
The colonial markets have been very duil to-day, and to sell 
sugar 6d less was accepted. The market was in favour of the 
buyers, but there was no disposition to make sacrifices. 
Coffee is generally 6d lower, but the business doae is not 
extensive. 
The public sales of tea commenced on Tuesday, as Messrs 
Corrie informs us. They comprised 12,122 packages, of which 
about 2,600 were gone through, and 3, 100, including 900 small 
boxes, disposed of. Importers bnying in freely at full rates, the 
previous market currency was fully maintained. Fair common 
congou, with all faults, sold from 113d to 1134 in half-chests ; 
middling, 1s 1d to 1s 2d; common Oolong, 1s 14d to 1s 2d; fine, 
1s 64d to 1s 10$d. Daty was paid at this port during the week 
ending 29th ultimo on 577,749 lbs, against 598,884 in the same 
period last year. 
For rice there is a good demand, and the price has advanced 
fully 1s. Arracan rice has been sold afloat to the extent of 
1,500 tons. 
The silk trade is quiet to-day, and bas been so for some time. 
A continued large cousumption, according to Mr Heary W. 
Eaton, with moderate stocks, makes the position of the market 
rfectly sound. The monthly report of M. Gamot, the director 
of the’Silk-Conditioning House of Lyons, states that the quantity 
of silk conditioned in September was 2,956 bales, weighing 
443,336 lbs, against 3,249 bales, weighing 556,283 lbs, in the 
preceding month. In the month of August the largest number of 





bales of silk was conditioned since the foundation of the estab- 
lishm: nt in 1839. 

In the Liverpool cotton market the sales this week have been 
somewhat extensive, haviug reached 36,000 bales. S pinners 


have secured 31,400, speculators 3,000, and exporters 1, 600 bales. | 
The quotations for very low descriptions (which are almost un- | 


saleable and hardly fit for vse) are ‘reduced 3d per lb; for mid- 
dling qualities partially 1-16d per lb. Fair cotton is unchanged. 
To-day’s market is reported to be steadier, with sales of 6,000 
bales. The American accounts received on Monday last per 
Asia, and confirmed by the steamer Franklin arrived at South- 
ampton to-day, continue to speak very unfavourably respecting 
the new crop. All agree in the opinion that the present season 
will prove a smaller yield than: the last, and some estimate the 
damage already done to be equal to about 500,000 bales. Mr 
W. Mare, of New Orleans, writes that with an early frost a yield

of some 30 to 35 per cent. short of last season may be anticipated. 
To the increase in the cultivation little value is attached, the last 
crop having given a sufficient proof (by the large quantities of in- 
ferior cotton) that, even with an extended picking period of seven 
months, the manual labour is not equivalent to the quantity 
grown. This week's cotton transactions in the London market 
have reached 2,000 bales, and very low prices have been paid 
during the last two days. The same are, however, again 3d to 
3d advanced ; still quotations are $d to d lower than last week, 
but holders are less free sellers. 

The colonial wool sales are announced to commence on the 
20th, with upwards of 50,000 bales. 

The dry fruit trade continues inanimate. The following is a 
brief extract from the circular of Messrs Witherby and 
Hanson :—‘* The clearances of currants for home consump- 
tion during September were the smatlest that have oc- 
curred in any one month for many years past, having 
been only 210 tons, against 1,025 tons in September 1852, 
— 790 tons in 1851, and 620 tons in September 1850. 

e total quantity shipped to our colonies during the last four 
months has been 615 tons, or one-fourth of the London duty-paid 
clearances. At present the trade are comparatively without 
stocks, and the only arrivals occurring are the residue of the 
1852 crop. The utmost quantity of the 18&3 crop of middling 
and good quality to come forward will be 3,000 tons, most of 
which will arrive after Christmas, costing more in proportion 
than any good 1852 fruit now here. With this small and gradual 
addition to our stock (5,800 tons on 30th September), the con- 
sumption must needs fall off. The clearances of raisins in Sep- 
tember were 540 tons, against 500 tons, and 350 tons in Septem- 
ber 1852 and 1851. The shipments in September have been 260 
tons, whereof 200 tons went to our colonies, which have taken off 
575 tons during the last four months, or more than one-fifth of the 
London duty-paid clearances during that period. 

The oil and tallow market continues in an excited state, and prices 
fluctuate almost hourly. The price of Petersburg yellow candle 
to-day is 58s 6d to 58s 9d. 

The leather market is not in so favourable a position as it 
was, owing, says Messrs Powell, “to the alterations in the money 
market, the probably deficient harvest, the uncertainty of Eastern 
politics, and the reported excess of Australian exports; but as 
the whole of the industrial population—agricultural as well as 
manufacturing—are now in a presperous condition, there can be 
no doubt of a very extensive home demand for leather ; we 
hope, therefore, soon to be able to announce an increase in the 
amount of sales, and a return of the recent buoyancy of the 
market.” The price of leather, however, has not undergone any 
great alteration. 

We have M. de Embil and Co.’s circular from the Havana of the 
9th September, forwarded by Mr Bade, which states :—‘* The 
more favourable advices received from Europe and the United 
States since the 14th August have caused the prices of sugars to 
rise } rl per arroba, chiefly for the lower qualities, for which the 
demand is active, notwithstanding the scarcity of vessels in port, 
and the high rates of freight demanded. Transactions, however, 
have not been large, as most of the holders refuse to sell, in ex- 
pectation that if vessels arrive more freely they will obtain higher 
prices.

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MARKETS OF THE MANUFACTURING DIST! ICTS, 
MANCHESTER, Tuourspay Evenine, Oct. 6, 1853, 
( From Messrs Merck and Co.’s Circular of Oct. 4.) 
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The result of long-continued dulness in our market is now showing itself 
in the great irregularity of prices now observable, which is not only dependent 
upon the disposition of sellers, but also depends upon the markets for which 
purchases are made. For instance, No. 20's good 2nd water in the bundle is 
worth 8}4 to 8fd, and the same yarn in the warp Is selling at 89d to 334, 
being about the same in each case; No. 40’s good second mule in the 
bundle9id to 94d, in the pincop 9d to 10d, being a difference of 4d per b, 
besides the cost of reeling and bundling. 30’s pincop are worth 8gd to 84, 
and 32’s 9:d per lb. In cloth there is also great difference in the prices asked, 
but the amount of business going on in both yarn and cioth is on too limited a 
scale to give a fair test of prices. Up to Tuesday there was an improved 
feeling, but the unfavourable tenor of the telegraphic accounts received that 
day threw us again back, even although no one believes what they read on the 
telegraphic board, as every succeeding announcement ‘contradicts or entirely 
changes the character of the preceding one. The question of wages has now 
taken a direction against the operatives. The employers at Bury have deter- 
mined, and given notice to that effect, that the 10 per cent. advance they had 
agreed to is to be taken off, and it is likely that this course will be adopted in 
other parts of the manufacturing districts. 


BRADFORD, Oct. 6.—There is no new feature in the wool trade. Caution is 
exercised by the spinners to an unusual extent, and the purchases made during 
the week are very limited. In prices there is a slight giving way, but not to 
such an extent as to induce any extended operations. Yarns.—Since our last 
report fresh contracts have had to be made by the manufacturers, which have 
been difficult to arrange satisfactorily, spinners preferring to curtail their pro- 
duction rather than reduce their prices below the then current rates. The 
result is that a very large stoppage of spinning frames took place, and either 
short time working or idle machinery is the rule of the trade. The mauufac- 
turers have a very profitless avocation, and it is computed that not less than 
3,000 looms are thrown idle at the present time. Pieces.—We have only a dull 
market to report. The very unsettled state of the money market, coupled with 
the disturbed state of the Continent, are both severely felt by all engaged in the 
export trade. Prices are ruinously low. 


NorTrincHaM, Oct. 6.—Hosiery continues rather more prosperous, at all 
events in better condition than the lace branch. Though affected by the pre- 
vailing dulnese, there is no manifestation of despondency either on the part of 
the manufacturers or operatives. Prices remain firm, and the future is looked 
forward to with unabated confidence. The hands, also, are firm, though re- 
spectful, moderate, and reasonable in their demands.— Notts Guardian. 

LEICESTER, Oct. 4.—The increased tightness of the money market, and the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs in the East, induce great caution in all the buyers 
of goods, both for foreign and domestic use. The home demand is dull, consi- 
dering that it is now the season for the sale of worsted and woollen hosiery. It 
it is fortunate for the weavers that the stocks of goods on hand are not heavy, 
or machinery would be laid down. The wool and yarn markets are flat, but 
prices are firm, and the stocks of English wool are light. 


LEEDS, Oct. 4.—Stocks sre on the increase. Perhaps in no other textile 
manufacture is there eo little speculation, under any circumstances, as in the 
woollen trade. Speculation is foreign to the trade. The utmost caution, pru- 
dence, and care, will no doubt be used by all persons in their transactions at 
the present time; hence we fully expect that the manufacturers will begin to 
curtail their operations, and keep their production within a moderate compass, 
and prevent any extensive accumulation of stocks. 

HUDDERSFIELD. Oct 4.—Comparatively no business has been done in the 
market to-day. It opened languidly, and at an early period the unfavourable 
telegraphic news from the Stock Exchange operated to the complete depression 
of the market. The news from Australia also tended to check the demand 
which has lately prevailed for the better descriptions of woollen cloths and 
waistcoatings. There has been a less amount of business transacted to-day in 
all departments than on any market day for months past. 

ROCHDALE, Oct. 3.—We have had a dull market, with little doing, and 
pieces stationary. In wool there is no change since last Monday. 

HA irax, Oct. 1.—The dulness which has for some time past pervaded 
every branch of the worsted trade is by no means diminished, and the transac- 
tions are very limited in wools, yarns, and pieces. 

BIRMINGHAM.—The activity of the coal trade still continues; prices are 
fully maintained, with a brick demand, and as yet a very inadequate supply. 
The quantity of coal raised in this district will in a short time be greater than 
it has been, on account of the opening of some new and extensive collieries at 
the Salt Wells by Lord Ward's agent, which will be brought into active ope- 
ration shortly, but this increase in the market will be more than counter- 
balanced by the large quantity that is taken off per rail into more distant mar- 
kets, which circumstance has given a great impetus to the coal trade in this 
district. The iron trade continues in the greatest state of activity, and the 
mills and forges (now the weather has become more favourable) are doing full 
work, and in many instances over-time. 

GLascow.—CoTron.—Sales have scarcely been numerous enough to test 
prices. In goods and yarns persons are operating very cautiously, but prices 
are unchanged. Pig Iron.—The tightness of the money market in the early 
part of the week had some little effect on the pig iron market, together with 
the warlike rumours from the Continent, and prices gave way from 63s 6d. 











AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, Sept. 24.—FLour.—There was a fair demand for flour to-day, 
and prices were well sustained. 1,000 bbls Canada flour sold at 6 dole 68}c.

LONDON MARKETS, 
STATE OF THE CORM TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Farpay Mognine. 


There was only ‘a moderate supply of English wheat at Mark lane on 
Monday, which was taken off steadily at the fa'l prices of the previous 
week, and a fair extent of business was transacted in foreign at quite as high 
rates. The imports consist of 207 qrs from Alexandria, 1,100 qrs from 
Berdianski, 2,455 qrs from Cronstadt, 13 qre from Hamburg, 1,996 qra from 
Petersburg, 500 qre from Rostock, 612 qrs from Terceira, and 18 qra coast- 
wise, making a total of 8,674 qre. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 
1,027 sacks, by the Eastern Counties Railway 8,108 sacks, from foreign porte 
1165 sacks and 4,131 barrels. There was a fair sale for prime American at 
full prieee. The choicest samples of malting barley were in good request at 
quite as high rates, up to 46s per qr having becn realised for select parcels ; 
but there was a greater abundance of secondary sorte, and these were more 
difficult of sale, without any quotable variation in price. Beans were quite 
as high for old, buat new Kentish were rather cheaper. Peas of all sorts 
were scarce, and very high rates were obtained for boilers, really choice 
qualities having realised 65s per qr. There was one of the shortest supplies 
of oats experienced for a long time past, 4 qrs from our own coast, 794 qre 
fcom Scotland, none from Ireland, aad only 473 qre from Petersburg, making 
a grand total of 1,271 qra: prices were about 1s per qr higher, but the 
demand was mostly confined to the consumers; the want of supply caused 
a want of activity on the part of the dealere. 


There were moderate imports on Tuesday at Liverpool. Trade opened 
with a degree of languor, but later in the market became more avimated 
from the telegraphic announcement of war having been declared between 
Turkey and Kussia, and Friday's prices were then paid, being 2d to 3d per 
70 lbs over the rates of the previous Tuesday for wheat. Beans aod Indian 
corn were each 2s per qr dearer. 


There were no imports of grain at Hall, a most unusual circumstance so 
early in the season, and only a small quantity of wheat offered by the farmers 
and an advance of 2s per qr was paid by the millers, the best samples com- 
manding up to 728 per qr: average, 61s 8d on 1,193 qrs. 

The arrivals at Leeds were short, and although the demand for wheat was 
not active, prices were rather higher: average, 63a 7d on 1,021 qrs. 

There were more liberal deliveries of grain at Ipswich,and a large demand 
for immediate consumptiou continues ; prices were much the same for 
wheat as during the previous week : average, 628 2d on 825 qrs. 


The fresh arrivals of English grain at Mark lane on Wednesday were 
moderate, and the imports of foreign limited. Wheat was held for 2s per 
qr advance, and in the sales effected that improvement was established, but 
the buyers acted with great caution. Oats were ls per qr dearer, and good 
corn in fair request ; all other articles were quite as dear, with much firmness 
in the trade generally. 


There was no life in the general demand for wheat at Edinburgh, seed 
samples only meeting a ready sale at full prices: average, 738 9d on 938 
qrs. The average of barley was 39s 4d on 1,527 qrs, on oats 30s for 1,003 qrs, 
and 56s 7d on 78 qrs beans. These must be considered the highest in the 
United Kingdom, but do not come into the general returns. Trade was rather 
more lively at Glasgow, much corn on the west coast of Scotland being still 
exposed to the wet stormy weather prevalent there. Wheat was is to 28 per 
qr dearer, other articles bringing prices rather above those of the previous 
week. The imports of grain both at the Clyde and at Grangemouth were 
very limited, but fair of flour from America. 

At Birmingham the supply of wheat on Thursday was good, and it meta 
steady sale at 28 per qr advance : average, 668 8d on 1,352 qrs. 

Bristol market was fairly supplied wich wheat, and prices were 1s to 2d per 
qt higher than the previous week : average, 608 10d on 630 qra, 

The deliveries of wheat at Newbury were liberal, and trade was steady, at 
various rates : average, 598 4d on 1,534 qrs. 

The farmers offered a moderate quantity of wheat at Uxbridge, for which 
there was a moderate demand at 2s per qr more money : average, 624 6d on 
585 qre. 

The weekly averages were 593 5d on 101,508 qrs wheat, 378 on 29,068 qre 
barley, 228 2d on 13,174 qrs oats, 368 11d om 538 qre rye, 428 10d on 2,420 qrs 
beans, and 426 11d on 948 qrs peas. 


At Mark lane on Friday there was a short fresh arrival of English grain, 
with a moderate import of foreign. The heavy rains of the present week have 
been much against the finishing of harvest work, and on the west coast of the 
North much corn is yet exposed in the fields. The land wants drying winds to 
fit it for wheat-sowing in the South. English wheat was in fair request at fully 
as much money. Foreign was taken off by country buyers to a fair extent at 
previous rates, The high prices asked checked business. Flour was frm, with 
a good sale for choice brands of American. Malting barley met a ready 
demand at somewhat enhanced rates. There was a fair extent of business 
transacted in oats at 1s per qr over Monday’s currency. 


From the high prices demanded for all descriptions of floating cargoes, busi- 
ness has been somewhat checked, and the transactions have been unimportart, 
but at great profits to the fortunate Greek merchants, who have taken a spirited 
lead throughout all the aps of the trade; and, with short stocks, they are pre- 
pared for the downs too, should they come. An arrived cargo of Marianopole, 
wheat was sold at 67s per qr, cost, freight and insurance included. Indian 
corn has commanded high rates. Galatz, 428; Ibraila, 408; Bessarabian, 41s 
6d. Rye was held at 39s to 40s fur the United Kingdom, and 42s for the 
Continent. The arrivals at Queenstown and Falmouth consist of 20 cargoes 
of wheat, 8 of maize, 4 rye, 2 barley, and 2 beans.

Loxpon axpD Norta-WestERN.—IMPROVEMENTs IN RAILWAY 
Axves.—Hollow railway axles are being introduced extensively on 
the London and North-Western Railway. The reduction in weight 
is taken at one-third of the solid axles hitherto in use, and it is 
found that in point of strength and resistance of fracture and concus- 
sion, the “ holiow’”’ axle has double the power of the solid, thereby 
proving the “ tubular’ form of structure, as illustrated in many other 
mechanical matters, to be conducive both to safe and economical 
working. 

Prorosep Hypraciic Rarrwar.—A new style of railway, sub- 
stituting water for atmospheric pressure, has been proposed both here 
and in France, with a view to economical working and security from 
accident. The actuating power is to be obtained by means of con- 
tinuous water power between the rails by artificial pressure. The 
water power is worked by peculiar mechanical arrangement, and it is 
proposed to place the apparatus at distances of three hundred feet 
along the line.
